Provided ,  That  no  boat,  raft,  or  other  craft,  shall  bo  charged  for 
passing  the  Tide  lock  at  Bristol,  while  the  same  remains  open  by  the 
operations  of  the  tide :  And  provided  also ,  That  all  boats  navigating 
the  Lehigh  coal  and  navigation  company’s  canal,  and  likewise  “  all 
xiver  boats  or  arks  owned  by  any  person  residing  on  the  Lehigh  river, 
shall  be  entitled  to  pass  the  out-let  lock  at  Easton,  either  going  into 
the  river  Delaware,  or  returning  therefrom,  without  toll  or  charge  for 
such  passage.”
